PRESIDENTS  REPORT 

October  30th,  1925 

To  the  Seventy-Ninth  Session  of  the  Louisiana  An- 
nual Conference,  now  convened  with  the  Monroe  Church, 
Monroe,  Louisiana. 
GREETINGS: 

We  come  with  thankful  hearts  to  Almighty  God,  for 
the  great  blessings  bestowed  upon  us,  the  Conference  year 
now  closing.  At  the  beginning  of  the  Conference  year  the 
outlook  for  a  successful  year  was  doubtful  and  in  a  finan- 
cial way  we  had  nine  gloomy  months,  but  God  was  gracious 
to  us  and  we  were  blessed  far  above  our  expectations.  For 
this  we  give  thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  the  great 
blessings  bestowed. 

The  sjpiiritual  condition  of  our  people  has  shown  mark- 
ed increase  throughout  the  year,  and  there  has  been  many 
conversions,  and  a  goodly  number  added  to  the  churches. 

Our  people  are  ready  to  go  forward  along  all  lines 
leading  in  the  right  direction,  willing  to  do  all  that  ,they  are 
aible  to  do,  our  people  are  not  stingy  and  unwilling  to  give 
to  the  great  cause  of  the  church  but  they  desire  service 
well  rendered  and  money  spent  in  the  right  direction*  I 
trust  that  we,  the  ministry  of  the  church  have  caught  the 
vision  of  our  people  and  that  we  will  march  side  by  side  with 
them  in  this  great  new  day  of  opportunity. 

Amid  all  the  joys,  sorrows,  succeses  and  failures  of 
the  year  now  closing  our  ranks  have  only  been  broken  but 
onec.  In  the  early  part  of  the  spring  our  Gracious  Father 
took  from  us  our  dear  Brother  A.  G.  Austin,  but  his  suf- 
fering had;  been  so  great  and  he  was  so  lonely  that  he  |pi:ay- 
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ed  to  go,  and  wias  happy  to  take  his  departure  for  a  better 
world  than  ours. 

Improvements  on  Following  Charges 

1st.  Grayson  has  bought  a  larger  and  better  parson- 
age. Kelly  church  debt  has  been  decreased  more  than  one 
half  and  they  will  no  doubt  soon,  have  the  church  there  free 
from  debt  and  ready  to  dedicate. 

2nd.  New  Hope  church  on  Jonesboro  circuit  has 
torn  down  the  old  building  and  now  erecting  a  new  build- 
ing on  the  same  site.  When  finished  it  will  be  a.  nice  church 
for  our  people  here.  Jonesboro  church  has  taken  on  a  new 
life. 

3rd.  On  Ansley  charge  at  Dry  Prong,  a  new  church 
is  now  being  erected  which  will  be  a  credit  to  their  commun- 
ity. 

4th.  I  have  been  informed  that  preparations  have 
been  made  to  erect  a  nice  tabernacle  on  Hicks  Circuit  at 
Mt.  Zion  church. 

5th.  On  Stricklaiid  circuit  a  great  revival  has  swept 
to  all  churches  and  the  church  at  Ball  is  undergoing  re- 
fpairs  and  now  has  three  coats  of  paint  making  it  a  real  nice 
building,  money  is  in  the  treasury  to  repair  and  enlarge 
our  parsonage  at  Ball  and  the  Pastor  built  with  his  own 
hands  a  nice  new  garage. 

6th.|  Some  real  progress  has  been  mad^e  on  the 
Evergreen  circuit  and  a  splendid  congregation  organized 
at  Summerseat.  Bro.  Walker  and  his  people  are  very  happy 
over  the  outlook  for  the  future. 

7th.  On  Queen  City  Circuit,  at  Springdale,  Ter- 
ry's Chapel  has  been  repaired  so  that  it  has  the  apfpiearance 
of  a  new  church,  and  there  is  a  great  new  life  among  our 
people  there. 

8th.  Jena  church  has  made  some  progress  and  the 
outlook  for  Jena  is  brighter. 

Other  churches  over  the  district  plan  to  do  some 
real  work  of  improvement  for  another  year.  If  we  will 
all  live  like  St.  Paul  told  us  to  live,  in  his  writing  in  the 
13th  Chapter  of  St.  Corrinthians,  we  would  go  forward  at  a 
ra'pid  p<ace  and  all  would  be  happy.

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Circuit  also  granting  letter  of  stamding,  November  16th, 
1924. 

2nd*  I  received  J.  A.  D.  Williams  letter  of  standing 
with  request  to  again  unite  with  us  Nov.  1st,  1924.  I  re- 
commend that  he  be  received  into  our  ranks  again. 

3rd.  On  December  the  12th  I  appointed  Rev.  I.  L. 
Yeager  as  pastor  of  the  Chatam  charge,  the  two  churches 
umainimously  agreeing  to  the  appointment. 

14th.  On  December  the  25th.  by  request  of  the  four 
churches  I  appointed  Rev.  J.  A.  McVey  pastor  of  the  Strick- 
land circuit. 

5th.  On  January  the  1st,  by  request  of  the  entire 
church  of  Antioch,  I  apfcointed  Rev.  G.  J.  L.  Brown  pastor. 

6th.  On  January  the  13th,  I  granted  a  letter  of 
standing  to  Rev.  el.  C.  Hearn. 

7th.  Just  before  Christmas  I  received  a  letter  from 
Rev.  I.  A.  Patton  that  he  was  leaving  Jonesboro  and  for  me 
to  come  and  take  charge.  To  the  best  of  my  ability,  I  did 
so  at  once. 

8th.  In  the  early  part  of  June  I  appointed  Rev.  J.  H. 
Lewis  pastor  of  Zoar  church,  Rev.  J.  T.  Dunn  having  failed 
to  take  up  the  work  there. 

9th.  During  the  early  part  of  April,  I  appointed 
Rev.  J.  A.  D.  iWMliams  as  missionary,  to  do  special  work 
in  Bosier  p'arish. 

10th.  In  the  early  part  of  January,  I  appointed  Sis- 
ter M.  E.  Perdue  pastor  of  Jonesboro  and  Center  Point 
churches.  Still  having  the  oversight  of  Dodson  and  New 
Hope  on  Jonesboro  circuit  myself,  in  early  part  of  summer 
I  had  Rev.  0.  W.  Stewart  go  over  and  take  charge  of  Dod- 
son and  New  Hope  churches. 

11th.  Some  time  in,  March  I  appointed  Rev.  G.  J.  L. 
Brown  pastor  of  the  Lewis  Chapel,  releasing  Sister  Brady 
on  account  of  ill  health,  rele^aising  her  from  all  churches 
on  that  charge. 

12th.  In  A[pril'  I  appointed  Sister  Brady  pastor  of 
Sunrise  church,  Bro.  Patton  having  moved  'away  from  them 
when  he  left  Jonesboro. 

13th.  Granted  letter  of  standing  to  Rev.  Dick  Moore 
October  the  15th. 

14th.  Granted  letter  of  standing  to  Rev.  B.  Deville 
October  the  17th. 

15th.     In  the  early  part  of  the  summer,  so  many  of 
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our  people  having  moved  away  from  Zenoria,  and  having 
no  hopes  of  accomplishing  anything  further  for  our  church 
I  released  Sister  Perdue  from  any  further  obligations,  so 
that  she  could  devote  her  time  to  other  places. 

16th.  By  request  of  our  aged  and  dear  Brother,  J. 
W.  Terry,  I  recommend  that  he  be  placed  on  the  Super- 
anuated  list.  I  ask  that  prayers  may  be  offered  for  his 
health  and  that  we  pray  that  our  Heavenly  Father  may  spare 
him  a  while  longer  for  his  m^zny  friends  and  family. 

Some  Recommendations 

1st.  Our  people  are  rapidly  moving  from  the  coun- 
try to  the  towns  and  cities,  and  I  trust  that  every  effort 
shall  be  put  forth  by  both  Laity  and  Ministry  to  build  in 
the  towns  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  hold  our  people  as  mem- 
bers of  the  M.  P.    Church. 

2nd.  We  m.ust  give  more  time  to  our  young  people 
and  give  them  something  that  will  really  hold  them,  if  not 
we  shall  lose  them,  for  we  have  taiught  them  their  duty  to 
Almighty  God  and  they  have  some  real  true  and  settled 
convictions  (about  their  duty  to  God  and  if  we  do  not  give 
them  work  to  do  they  are  going  to  go  where  they  may  serve 
in  a  real  life  of  usefulness.  By  all  means  Brethren  and  Sis- 
ters let's  hold  our  noble  and  devoted  young  people. 

3rd.  Let  me  ask  you  as  preachers,  to  preach  at  least 
three  times  a  year  on  Tithing  and  Systematic  giving,  show- 
ing the  people  from  the  real  word  of  God  that  it  is  their 
duty,  and  that  it  will  prove  life's  greatest  pleasure. 

Conclusion 

Permit  me  to  say  in  conclusion,  that  this  has  been 
a  great  year  in  my  life,  having  seen  over  three  hundred 
kneeling  at  the  alter  of  pr'ayer  and  some  over  three  hundred 
professing  faith  in  Christ,  with  over  eight  hundred  forward 
for  prayers,  and  with  many  of  God's  peolple  having  testi- 
fied to  a  greater  uplift  in  their  lives. 

Allow  me  to  speak  in  a;  small  way  my  appreciation 
of  kindness  shown  us  all  over  the  district  and  for  the  hearty 
cooperation  given  me  by  most  all  the  churches  and  people. 

I  ask  for  nothing  more  than  an  humble  place  to 
serve  you,  my  Conference  and  my  Lord.

1st.  In  accordance  with  the  order  of  the  General 
Conference  of  1924,  there  will  be  held  some  time  in  May 
1926,  a  joint  assembly  of  all  the  members  of  our  General 
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Boards  and  of  one  Ministerial  and  one  Lay  Representative 
from  each  Annual  Conference. 

It  is  possible  although  not  deffinately  determined  that 
this  assembly  will|  be  held  in  Atlantic  City,  N.  J. 

I  hope  you  will  elect  your  representatives  and  more 
than  one  of  each  if  you  wish. 

If  the  conference  will  raise  the  money  sufficient  to 
pay  the  expenses  of  the  Lay  Representative,  i  will  see  that 
the  expenses  of  the  Ministerial  are  paid  out  of  the  Con- 
tingent Fund.  This  must  depend  however  on  the  Confer- 
ence raising  the  money  for  the  Lay  Representative. 

2nd.  I  request  that  you  authorize  the  Secretary  to 
'pirint  on  the  back  out  side  of  the  minutes  the  resolution 
passed  by  the  General  Conference  and  to  be  found  on  the 
page  107  of  the  proceedings  in  its  Journal,  concerning  the 
celebration  of  our  denominational  centennial. 

3rd.  I  request  you  to  commend  to  your  pastors  the 
use  of  the  special  services  for  Christmas,  soon  to  be  ready 
for  free  distribution  and  to  take  a  collection  to  be  credited 
to  your  General  Conference  Budget  assessment.  Sample 
copies  of  this  service  will  be  sent  to  all  pastors  an*d  they 
can  be  ordered  in  such  numbers  as  they  desire  and  will  be 
sent  free  of  charge. 

4th.  I  call  attention  of  the  Conference  again  to  our 
General  Conference  plan  for  supplementary  pastor's  sal- 
aries. Any  charge  not  now  paying  their  pastor  as  much 
as  five  hundred  dollars,  who  will  promise  to  piay  that  amount 
and  furnish  him  a  parsonage,  free  of  rent,  on  condition 
that  the  p/astor  give  his  whole  time  to  their  work,  may  re- 
ceive an  appropriation  from  our  Ministerial  Salary  Relief 
Fund  of  one  hundred  dollars,  so  that  he  will  receive  six 
hundred  dollars  and  a  house.  Fourteen  men  were  thus  as- 
sisted last  year  from  five  conferences,  but  no  application 
was  received  from  Louisiana. 

5th.  I  am  iable  to  send  a  brother  from  another  con- 
ference on  a  preaching  tour  through  your  conference  with- 
out expense  to  you  and  no  collections  asked,  if  your  Presi- 
dent be  authorized  to  pre^'pare  a  schedule  for  him  in  early 
December,  covering  two  Sabbaths  and  the  intervening 
days,  so  that  he  may  preach  but  once  in  each  church  and 
reach  as  many  of  your  churches  las  possible. 

This  tour  is  purely  for  cultivating  denominational 
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fellowship.     I  must  be  promptly  informed  of  your  action  in 
this  ma^tter  so  I  can  arrange  for  it.

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LAW  CONCERNING  UNORDAINED  PREACHERS 

1.  An  unordained  preacher  is  not  a  member  of  an 
annual  conference,  exce!pt  as  a  probationer.  He  has  no 
vote  and  is  amenable  to  the  conference  for  the  discharge 
of  his  official  duties.  He  is  ;3menable  to  the  quarterly  con- 
feicnce  for  his  moral  character. 

2.  An  unordained  preacher,  (for  the  sake  of  brevity, 
our  Discipline  does  not  speak  of  an  unordained  preacher. 
It  says  "A  minister  is  one  who  is  ordained ;  a  preacher  acts 
under  a  license."  Hence  it  is  sufficient  among  us  to  speak 
of  ministers  and  preachers.)  A  preiacher,  then  must  receive 
his  appointment  from  the  conference  or  from  the  president 
in  the  interim,  and  he  is  accountable  to  the  conference  for 
his  acts. 

3.  A  ;p;reacher  who  ref  usesto  accept  an  appointn^ent 
from  the  conference  has  no  relation  to  the  conference  at 
all.  He  is  only  probationer  when  he  fails  an  appointment, 
and  if  he  does  not  fill  any  jappointment  he  is  not  related  to 
the  conference  any  more  than  any  other  layman. 

4.  No  preacher's  name  should  appear  on  the  i*oll 
of  members.  But  preacher's  accepted  as  probationers  may 
be  on  a  se:p;erate  roll  marked  as  such  as  long  las  they  are 
filling  appointments  under  the  conference. 

,  5.  As  I  have  said  before  a  preacher  has  no  right 
of  any  kind  in  relation  to  the  conference.  Consequently 
"Left  without  appointment"  for  one  year  of  two  years  has 
no  meaning  in  the  case.  This  refers  to  the  members  of  the 
conference. 

6.  It  is  optional  for  the  committee  or  the  conference 
to  retain  la  preacher  in  the  course  of  study.  The  law  does 
not  forbid  this.  It  does  forbid  issuing  a  license  to  ad- 
minister the  ordinances  to  one  who  has  failed  to  pass  his 
studies.

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RESOLUTION  OFFERED  BY  DR.  STEPHEN  B. 
WILLIAMS 

WHEREAS — The  discipline  does  not  authorize  the 
Stationing  Committee  to  make  appointments  of  members 
of  this  Conference  to  other  than  regular  circuits  and  stations 
or  established  missions  excext  by  special  act  of  the  Con- 
ference.

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RULES  OF  ORDER 

Section  1.  The  Conference  shall  be  opened  prompt- 
ly on  the  day  and  time  appointed,  the  President  conducting 
the  Devotional  Services.  The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  after 
which  the  President  shall  read  the  Annual  Report. 

Section  2.  On  the  morning  of  the  second  day  the 
names  of  all  pastors  ,^and  chairman  of  comr/iittees  shall  be 
called  and  as  their  names  are  called  they  shall  deposit  their 
report  with  the  Secretary,  said  reports  to  be  dispensed  with 
properly. 

Section  3.  On  assigning  the  floor  to  any  member 
of  the  Conference  he  shall  distinctly  announce  the  member 
to  whom  it  is  assigned. 

Section  4.  AUl  motions  and  A^esolutions  shall  -be 
written,  if  the  President  and  Secretary  request. 

Section  5.  When  (a  motion  is  seconded  or  a  resolu- 
tion introduced  and  seconded,  or  a  report  presented,  and  is 
read  by  the  Secretary  or  is  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall 
be  deemed  ill  the  possession  of  the  Conference  any  time  be- 
fore the  amendment  or  decision. 

Section  6.  All  motions  to  postpone  or  lay  on  the 
table  shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

Section  7.  No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be 
entertained  until  the  one  under  consideration  has  been  dis- 
posed of,  which  may  be  done  by  adopting  or  rejecting,  unless 
one  of  the  following  motions  shall  intervene,  which  are 
placed  namely :  First,  indefinite  postponement ;  Second,  lay- 
ing on  the  table;  Third,  referred  to  a  committee;  Fourth, 
postlpionement  to  a  given  time;  Fifth,  substitute;  Sixth, 
amendment.     A  substitute  may  be  amended. 

Section  8.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak 
in  debate  or  to  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Conference,  he 
shall  arise  and  respectfully  address  the  President,  but  shall 
not  proceed  until  recognized  by  him. 

Section  9.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while 
spqaking  except  by  the  President,  to  call  him  to  order  when 
he  departs  from  the  question  or  uses  personalities,  or  dis- 
resfpectful  language;  but  any  member  may  call  the  atten-

^,  CENTENNIAL  ANNIVERSARY.— V/e  heartily  concur  in  the 
resolution  to  the  Centennial  Anniversary  and  recommend  the  adop-» 
lion  of  the  same.     The  paper  is  a;|  follows: 

"Whereas,  The  Methodist  Protestant  Church  will  have  completed 
in  1928  an  hundred  years  of  independent  hirtory,  and  hai  acheived 
during  this  period  worthy  results  in  the  cause  of  liberal  Methodism 
and  h:»manitarian  progrec»s;   and 

Whereas,  We  should  ackknowledg^e  in  a  fitting  manner  the  good- 
ness of  the  Lord  in  leading  us  through  the  first  century  of  our  his- 
tory without  any  wavering  in  the  defense  and  preservation  of  our 
pol  cy  and  principals,  and  with  the  constant  joy  of  knowing  that  our 
Mutual-Rights  Methodism  by  it^  very  testimony,  has  leavened  and 
liberalized  in  some  degree  the  v/hole  lump  of  American  Methodism, 
besides  the  vastly  greater  service  of  A\inning  t'lns  of  thousands 
to  Christ  at  home  and  abroad  during  these  fir^it  p*enerations  of  our 
existance;  therefore 

Resolved,  First,  That  a  suitable  celebration  of  this  notable  event 
be  arranged  through  a  Committee  of  seven  members  who  shall  report 
a  program  for  the  occasion  through  official  channels,  the  President 
of  the  General  Conference  to  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

Resolved,  Second,  That  this  General  Conference  calls  upon  the 
Church  to  signalize  the  completion  of  our  first  century  of  develop- 
ment and  of  service  to  mankind,  by  raising  in  full  the  two  miliion 
dollars  of  the  quadrennal  budget  for  our  Miss  onary  and  Educational 
interests,  thus  laying  upon  the  alters  of  our  sanct iferien  at  once  a  *| 
worthy  memorial  to  the  Falhers,  and  a  pledge  of  fidelity  to  their  faith 
by  carrying  forward  the  great  cause  they  established  in  the  earth." 

5.  With  refenence  to  the  resoluion  on  a  membership  goal.  We 
recommend  that  this  Conference  ?et  a  goal,  to  mark  the  end  of  our 
100  years  as  a  denomination,  a  net  increase  n  membersh^  of 
20  per  cent,  and  further  that  the  formation  of  such  plans,  as  may  be 
wise,  looking  to  this  goal  be  committed  to  the  Budget  Council  to  be 
in  harmony  with  other  Forward  Movement  ideas  and  plans  already 
delegated  to  c^aid  Council. 

6.  We  recommend  that  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  this  Confer- 
ence be  designated  as  "Statistical  Secretary*'  and  that  to  h  m  be 
committed  such  duties  as  belong  to  such  office. 

7.  Believing  that  for  the  sake  of  imiformity  alone  it  would  be 
deFiirable,  but  conviced  that  it  tends  to  denominational  efficiency  in 
bringing  the  Church  to  a  larger  consciousness  of  its  privileges  and 
obligations!  in  the  local  work  of  the  Conference,  we  recommend: 

That  this  General  Conference  earnestly  request  each  Annual  Con- 
ference, not  now  so  directing  its  work,  to  elect  a  traveling  President 
for  authority  and  supervision  over  the  Dlsrict.  Further,  that  in  such 
Conferences  where  the  office  of  Traveling  President  seems  prohibited 
because  of  financial  limitations,  the  President  of  the  General  Con- 
ference be  authorized,  on  the  request  of  such  Conference  in  his  feeling 
that  if  Aye  can  succeed  in  consolidating  such  an  office,  drawing 
upon  the  Contingent  Fund  as  he  may  think  wi^e,  and  securing  re- 
sources elsewhere  if  he  thinks  it  desirable  and  possible.
